RICE  PRODUCTION  SHOWS  IITCRE^SE 


Production  of  rice  in  ten  countries  or  parts  of  countries  report- 
ing so  far  this  year  is  32,090,000,000  pounds,  which  is  an  increase  of 
8.6  per  cent  over  production  in  the  same  regions  last  year.     These  coun- 
tries produce  about  a  fourth  of  the  world* s  crop,  exclusive  of  China. 
India,  the  most  important  single  producer  with  the  possible  exception  of 
China,  is  not  included.     The  area  planted  in  Burma,  the  principal  export- 
ing province  of  India,  up  to  October  20,  less  the  area  abandoned,   is  re- 
ported at  11,830,000  acres  which  is  about  one  per  cent  above  the  corre- 
sponding estimate  for  1926.     The  acreage  planted  in  the  rest  of  India  up 
to  the  middle  of  November  is  about  one  per  cent  belor  the  corresponding 
figure  for  last  year.    For  countries  reporting  both  acreage  and  produc- 
tion, it  is  noted  that  yields  are  higher  this  year  than  last  in  most  cases 
and  that  production  this  year  is  above  that  of  1926  in  spite  of  a  decrease 
in  acreage.     It  cannot  be  inferred  from  this,  of  course,  that  yields  "'ill 
be  higher  in  the  remaining  countries  not  yet  reporting  production. 

In  Surma  the  crops  Were  in  good  condition  in  Uivember  and  the  pros- 
pects satisfactory.     In  Bengal,  T"here  a  auarter  of  the  Indian  rice  crop  is 
grown,  the  condition  was  normal  except  in  a  few  districts  where  there  was 
not  enough  rain.     In  Bihar  and  Orissa,  which  produce  17  to  13  per  cent  of 
the  crop,  lack  of  rain  was  detrimental  to  the  cro^s.     In  Madras,  Central 
Provinces  and  Assam,  the  crop  was  generally  fairly  satisfactory.     In  Indo- 
China,  no  definite  estimate  of  acreage  or  production  is  available  for 
Cochin  China  or  Cambodia.     In  the  northwest  of  Cochin  China  the  area  is 
reported  as  less  than  last  year  due  to  excessive  rains  in  June.     In  Cam- 
bodia also  the  rains  delayed  cultivation.

FORSI GST  RIGS  PRODUCT I01T  AND  AMERICAN  RICE  EXPORTS 


In  spite  of  larger  supplies  of  American  rice,  both  in  the  south- 
ern states  and  California,  the  total  exports  to  foreign  markets  so  far 
this  season  have  been  slightly  smaller  than  in  the  same  months  of  1926- 
27.     The  decline  in  the  total  exports  has  been  due  largely  to  the  fall- 
ing off  in  the  shipments  of  California  rice,   since  the  exports  of  southern 
rice  seem  to  have  been  on  a  somewhat  higher  level. 

Southern  rice  finds  its  principal  foreign  outlets  in  Europe  and 
Latin  America,  where  it  somes  into  competition  with  rice  from  the  surplus 
producing  countries  of  the  Far  East,     It  is  important,  therefore,  to  note 
the  production  situation  in  these  countries.    The  supplies  of  rice  avail- 
able for  export  to  European  and  Latin  American  markets  from  the  surplus 
producing  areas  of  the  Far  East  seem  to  be  somewhat  smaller  for  1927-28 
than  for  1926-27,  according  to  reports  received  by  the  Foreign  Service  of 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     In  India  as  a  whole  the  1927-28 
rice  production  is  estimated  to  have  been  62,656  million  pounds  (clean 
basis),  a  decrease  of  -about  5  per  cent  from  1926-27.,    The  production  of 
Burma,  the  leading  surplus  producing  region  in  India,  is  estimated  at 
about  4  per  cent  less  than  in  1926-27,  while  the  reduction  in  the  export- 
able surplus  is  placed  at  about  7  per  cent.     It  seems  probable  that  the 
Burma  surplus  will  be  needed  to  surrnly  the  requirements  of  the  rest  of 
India.     On  the  other  hand,  the  crop  in  Siam  is  described  as  the  best  in 
years,  and  three  provinces  of  French  Indo-China,  that  is,  Cochin  China, 
Laos  and  Tonkin,  report  an  increase  of  about  20  per  cent  in  rice  produc- 
tion in  1927  as  compared  ^ith  the  preceding  year.     In  1926  these  provinces 
produced  about  64  per  cent        the  total  French  Indo-China  rice  crop. 

The  increase  of  about  12  per  cent  in  the  1927  rice  crops  of  both 
Japan  and  Chosen  over  1926  has  been  the  principal  factor  in  restricting 
the  outlet  in  Japan  for  California  rice  this  season.    The  final  estimate 
of  the  Japanese  rice  crop  indicates  a  production  of  19,509  million  pounds 
(in  terms  of  cleaned  rice)  as  compared  with  17,462  million  paunds  in  the 
preceding  year.     In  Chosen  the  1927  crot)  is  estimated  at  5,393  million 
pounds  against  4,807  million  in  1926.    The  tables  on  page  5  show  the  pro- 
duction and  acreage  of  rice  in  the  ten  countries  which  have  reported  for 
1927 .

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United  States  rice  export  trade 

The  total  exports  of  rice  grain  fron  the  United  States  were 
slightly  smaller  during  the  first  seven  months  (August  to  ^February) 
of  the  present  rice  season  than  in  the  same  period  in  1926-27,  "but 
the  exports  of  "broken  rice,  meal  and  flour  showed  an  increase  of 
about  14  per  cent.     The  shipments  to  Porto  Rico,  most  of  which  are 
made  up  of  rice  produced  in  the  South,  were  about  25  per  cent  larger 
during  this  period.     Shipments  to  Hawaii,  however,  which  consist  of 
California  rice,  were  slightly  less  than  during  the  same  months  of 
the  preceding  year.     See  tables  oh  pages  3  and  4.     In  order  to  under- 
stand the  significance  of  the  export  trade  in  the  disposition  of  these 
supplies j  it  is  necessary  to  differentiate  between  the  southern  pro- 
duced rice  and  California  rice.     This  may  be  done  to  some  extent  by 
examining  the  exports  by  countries  r'hich  are  shown  in  the  first  table 
on  the  following  page. 

The  principal  foreign  markets  for  southern  rice  are  Germany, 
Cuba,  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Netherlands,  Belgium  and  Argentina.  Of 
these  markets,  only  Cuba  and  the  Netherlands  have  thus  far  taken  more 
rice  than  during  the  preceding  season.    The  increase  of  almost  400  per 
cent  in  the  shipments  to  Cuba  has  been  the  brightest  feature  of  the  ex- 
port trade  in  southern  rice.     It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that 
these  exports  have  been  made  at  very  low  prices.     Exports  to  Canada, 
which  takes  considerable  quantities  of  both  southern  and  California 
rice,  also  have  shown  a  marked  increase.    Uoon  the  whole,   it  would  ap- 
pear that  exports  of  southern  rice  have  been  on  a  slightly  higher  level 
this  season  than  during  1926-27. 

Exports  of  California  rice,  however,  have  shown  a  marked  fall- 
ing off.    Japan  is  the  principal  foreign  market  for  this  rice,  but  dur- 
ing the  present  year  conditions  have  been  very  unfavorable  for  the 
marketing  of  California  rice  in  that  country.     The  exports  of  head  rice 
to  Japan  during  the  first  seven  months  of  the  season  amounted  to  only 
814,000  pounds  against  over  16,000,000  pounds  in  the  same  months  of 
1926-27."

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THE  RICE  MARKET  SITUATION 


The  supply  of  southern  rice  in  the  United  States  now  seems  to  be 
considerably  less  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  marketing  season  last  year, 
according  to  information  received  in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics. 
Conditions  August  1  indicate  a  crop  of  about  2,200,000  bushels  belcw  last 
yearrs  harvest  and  the  carryover  is  reported  to  be  considerably  less  than 
last  year.    Markets  in  &irope  and  in  the  United  States  appear  to  be  dull 
awaiting  more  definite  information  as  to  the  probable  outcome  of  crops. 
Prices  of  rice  are  now  low  in  both  foreign  and  domestic  markets.  The 
prospects  for  a  smaller  supply  from  the  United  States  will  have  a  tend- 
ency to  strengthen  the  domestic  market,    The  course  of  prices  for  both 
domestic  and  foreign  markets  through  the  next  few  months,  however,  are 
likely  to  be  determined  largely  by  the  foreign  crop  prospects. 

Eor  California  rice  it  is  as  yet  too  early  to  appraise  the  market- 
ing situation.    An  indicated  reduction  of  about  24  per  cent  in  that  state 
in  the  1928  rice  crop  as  compared  with  last  year  may  be  largely  offset  by 
a  substantially  heavier  carryover.    In  the  case  of  California  rice,  much 
will  depend  upon  the  outcome  of  the  Japanese  crop  concerning  which  no  defi- 
nite information  is  available. 

Exports  of  American  rice  during  1927-23 

In  the  past  year  southern  producers  found  increased  markets  in  Latin 
American  countries,  notably  Cuba,  Colombia  and  Chile,  which  resulted  in  ex- 
ports of  southern  rice  being  about  36  per  cent  larger  than  in  the  preceding 
year.    Practically  all  of  this  increase  went  to  Latin  American  markets-  Un- 
doubtedly, the  low  price  for  which  southern  rice  sold  was  largely  responsible 
for  increased  takings  of  these  countries.    Porto  Rico  and  European  markets 
took  about  the  same  quantity  as  in  previous  year*      Shipments  of  rice  to 
Porto  Rico  totaled  178,956,000  pounds  during  1927-28,  or  about  the  same  as  in 
1926-27  when  they  stood  at  178,745,000  pounds.    Most  of  this  rice  was  frtm 
the  south  but  there  were  increased  shipments  of  California  rice  to  Porto  Rico 
during  the  past  season » 

Large  rice  crops  in  Japan  and  her  colonies  greatly  reduced  the  demand 
for  California  rice  during  the  past  season.  Exports  of  head  rice  to  Japan 
from  San  Erancisco  amounted  to  only  1,708,000  pounds  during  1927-28,  against 
66,265,000  pounds  in  1926-27.  Other  foreign  markets,  principally  Canada  and 
the  United  Kingdom, took  larger  amounts  of  California  rice  but  sueh  increases 
were  Insignificant  compared  with  the  reduction  in  Japanese  purchases.  Ship- 
ments of  California  rice  to  Hawaii  amounted  to  nearly  69,000,000  pounds  as 
compared  with  68,000,000  pounds  for  the  preceding  season*

Total  exports  of  rice  grain  from  the  United  States  during  the  sea- 
son (July  to  August)  1927-28  amounted  to  238,729,000  pounds  compared  with 
238,064,000  in  1926-27.    Shorts  of  southern  rice  amounted  to  approximately 
227,000,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  about  36  per  cent  <Jver  1926-27.  Exports 
of  California  rice,  on  the  other  hand,  totaled  about  12,000,000  pounds,  a 
decrease  of  84  per  cent  from  the  preceding  season.    Exports  of  broken  rice, 
flour  and  meal  from  the  United  States  to  foreign  countries  totaled  about 
82,000.000  pounds,  an  increase  of  18  per  cent  over  1926-27. 

Hies  imports  into  the  United  States  during  1927-28  were  lower  than 
in  the  previous  season  as  is  normally  the  case  following  years  of  large 
domestic  crops.     Imports  of  cleaned  rice  totaled  35,000,000  pounds  against 
49,000,000  in  1926-27  and  95,000,000  in  1925-26,  while  imports  of  uncleaned 
rice  amounted  to  about  6,000,000  pounds  against  12,000,000  in  the  preceding 
season  and  50,000,000  in  1925-26.

Situation  in  foreign  rice  markets 

Prices  quoted  on  American  and  Oriental  rices  in  the  leading  European 
markets  are  lower  than  at  this  tine  last  year.    In  London,  American  Blue 
Rose  is  quoted  at  the  equivalent  of  $4.77  per  hundred  pounds  againsr  $5*43 
at  the  same  time  last  year.    Rangoon  (Burma)  No,  2,  a  representative  Oriental 
rice,  is  selling  at  the  rate  of  $2.77  per  hundred  pounds  against  about  $3.20 
in  August  1927  and  33.47  in  August  1926.    Cable  reports  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Foley  at  London  state    that  rice  stocks  in  London  are  normal 
but  the  rice  market  is  inactive  due  partly  to  seasonal  factors  but  also  to 
declining  price  tendencies.    New  crop  Spanish  rice  for  September  -  October 
delivery  is  quoted  at  the  equivalent  of  $3.70,  while  in  the  latter  part  of 
August  last  year  new  crop  Spanish  was  quoted  at  about  $3.90.    The  Spanish 
government  has  granted  an  export  bounty  of  approximately  60  cents  per 
hundred  pounds  on  rice  exports  between  September  10  abd  November  30  and  a 
part  at  least  of  this  bounty  is  being  passed  on  to  the  trade  in  the  United 
Kingdom  through  a  reduction  in  price  quotations. 
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The  amount  of  southern  rice  taken  by  European  and  Latin 
American  markets  and  the  price  that  is  obtained  is  determined  to 
a  very  large  extent  by  the  competition  offered  by  cheaper  rices 
from  the  Orient*    Burma,  Indo«-China  and  Siam, all  of  rrhich  produce 
types  of  rice  similar  to  that  grovTi  in  the  southern  states,  are  the 
leading  Oriental  rice  exporting  countries.    The  amount  of  rice  placed 
on  competitive  markets  by  these  countries  is  determined  not  only  by 
their  orm  production  but  also  by  the  demand  of  the  deficit  producing 
countries  of  the  Orient*    No  information  is  as  yet  available  on  the 
progress  of  the  rice  crops  or  of  the  probable  1928-29  production  in 
any  of  the  leading  Asiatic  rice  producing  countries. 

The  short  grain  Japan  type  rice  produced  in  California  meets 
an  entirely  different  foreign  marketing  situation  than  does  southern 
United  States  rice.    The  protected  market  of  Kavaii  takes  the  greater 
part  of  this  rice.    Japan  is  by  far  the  most  important  foreign  market 
for  California  rice  and  the  amount  t alien  depends  to  a  large  extent 
upon  the  size  of  the  domestic  Japanese  crop   and  the  crops  of  Chosen 
and  Taiwan.    Uo  information  is  as  yet  available  on  the  jjrobable  out- 
come of  the  1928  rice  crops  in  these  countries.    Of  the  minor  foreign 
markets  for  California  rice  the  most  important  are  British  Columbia 
and  the  United  Kingdom.     In  British  Columbia  California  rice  is  meet- 
ing increasing  competition  in  long  and  medium  grain  Oriental  and 
Mexican  rice  and  from  the  short  grain  Spanish  rice. 

United  States  rice  production 

A  reduction  of  almost  5  per  cent  in  the  rice  acreage  in  the 
southern  states,  together  with  reduced  yields  per  acre  in  Louisiana 
and  Texas,  is  exacted  to  result  in  a  decrease  in  the  production  of 
southern  rice  in  1928  of  about  2,200,000  bushels  (rough  basis),  or  7 
per  cent,  as  compared  with  1927.    The  August  1  forecast  points  to  a 
production  of  28,816,000  bushels  of  rough  rice  in  Louisiana,  Arkansas 
and  Texas,  against  31,033 t000  bushels  in  1927  and  an  average  of 
30,000,000  bushels  during  the  five  years  1922-26.     In  California  the 
rice  acreage  is  estimated  to  be  about  15  per  cent  less  than  in  1927 
vrtiich,  with  a  reduction  in  the  yield  per  acre,  points  to  a  production 
this  year  of  about  6,773,000  bushels  of  rough  rice,  a  decrease  of  over 
24  per  cent  from  the  1927  crop,  but  about  10  per  cent  larger  than  the 
average  California  production  during  the  years  1922-192S.
